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Drain lawsuit 


City to join in Blakely 


Councilman John Lewkowiez 
apparently has memorized the ad- 
age “if you first don’t succeed, try, 
try again.” Lewkowiez, in two prior 
attempts, failed, but last week mus- 
tered up enough support to get City 
Council to pass two of his resolu- 
tions on the controversial Blakely 
Drain assessment. 

The city is forced to cough up 
nearly $150,000 for its share of an 
engineering study put together ab- 
out 10 years ago on the Blakely 
Drains. The study dissipated, but 


the engineering firm went to court 
and convinced Circuit Judge 
Charles Kaufman that the cities in- 
volved should pay for their labors. 

The city decided to pay the 
$150,000 (its share) by raising .35 
mills in an across-the-board special 
city assessment to its residents. 
The city is under court order to pay 
its share of the costs for the study or 
face contempt charges. 

However , Brownstown , one of the 
cities involved, has decided to fight 
the court decision. Lewkowiez had 


previously urged to join in the suit, 
however failed to get enough coun- 
cil support. 

Last Tuesday, with councilman 
Alan R. Lambert absent from the 
proceedings, Lewkowiez found 
enough votes to support his two re- 
solutions. 

He asked for and received sup- 
port from councilmen Jimmie 
Raspberry, Fred Junior Block and 
Mayor Pro Tern Mary Ann Banks 
for the following resolution : 

' . . That the corporation counsel of 


the City of Romulus under provision 
of Article 5, Section 7 of the City 
Charter file an application for leave 
of appeal to the Michigan Supreme 
Court to join in the application with 
the cities of Woodhaven and the 
Township of Brownstown in the fil- 
ing of a motion for a stay of proceed- 
ings of the Blakely Drain.” 

Voting against the motion were 
councilmen Pete Bergeron and 
Barry Baumann. 

Bergeron said he felt that the city 
was wasting money it sorely 


needed. 

“If the other communities who 
are involved in this lawsuit win,” 
Bergeron said, “then we win. 
Therefore, I can’t see spending 
money on legal fees when we don’t 
have to.” 

To that, Raspberry replied that 
he didn’t expect the other cities to 
carry the ball for them. “We didn’t 
— and by that I mean the people 
didn't — get anything from this 
study. So why should they pay for 


it* 7 What can I tell my constituents 
when they ask me about this?” 

Lewkowiez received unanimous 
support for his second resolution 
when he asked that the special 
assessment for his second resolu- 
tion be placed in a separate excrow 
account fund. “That the fund shall 
not be used for any other purpose. 
Further, the funds be invested at 
the highest interest rates, and that 
the Blakely assessment funds shall 
not be released without approval 
from council.’’

Schools view millage renewal as crucial 

Officials warn: ‘No millage, no school ’ 


The Romulus School District will 
hold a Special Election on Sept . 13 to 
ask voters to renew 8.5 mills for 
school operation that has expired. 

The renewal, which is identified 
as Proposal No. 1 on the ballot rep- 
resents more than $2 ,500 ,000 of local 
revenue to the school district. Pas- 
sed in November, 1977, the five year 
proposal will not be paid by 
homeowners or industry unless 
approval is given by the voters this 
year. 

Proposal No. 2 on the ballot asks 
for a one mill increase for mainte- 
nance projects such as the replace- 
ment of asbestos ceilings in the 
High School. 


Dr . William Bedell, School Super- 
intendent, explained: “We can save 
operating money by using these 
funds to change procedure and 
maintain our buildings more effi- 
ciently. These funds cannot be used 
for employee salaries.” 

Dr. Bedell continued: “The pas- 
sage of the renewal is critical to the 
continued operation of the school 
system. “If the millage is not re- 
newed on Sept. 13, the School Board 
will close schools approximately 
October 15 for an indefinite period. 
The closing of our schools has been 
discussed with officials of the State 
and they have indicated they cannot 


help us if the renewal is not 
approved.” 

Board of Education President 
Dan Bales confirmed Bedell’s 
statement and further explained 
that no business can operate with a 
revenue decrease of more than Vs of 
it’s budget. 

“When the money was first 
approved, the school district went 
back to a six-hour school day. It 
reinstated art, music, and physical 
education and reduced class size. 
Since 1977, with no increase in oper- 
ating millage, these improvements 
have been cut because of rising 
costs in a recessed economy. We 
simply do not have negotiable costs 


that can be cut,” Bales said. 

Trustee of the Board, Richard 
Campbell offered : “The union con- 
tracts that expired in June, 1981 
have been negotiated with no salary 
increases for our employees.” 

Campbell also said that the 
teacher union has offered to freeze 
their salary for the 1982-83 school 
year to demonstrate their willing- 
ness.to help in these critical times. 

Bedell and board members also 
stressed the importance of the ‘ ‘cir- 
cuit breaker” to Romulus resi- 
dents, pointing out that many peo- 
ple receive 60 percent of their ex- 
cess taxes beyond a percentage of

Sumpter 
battles 
landfill 

Whether City Sand’s landfill op- 
eration will include hazardous 
waste is in the hands of the Wayne 
County Waste Site Approval Board. 

After nearly two hours of heated 
debate in Sumpter Township’s PNA 
Hall, more (han 150 residents heard 
officials from the landfill offer 
assurances that their operation 
would not affect the health and wel- 
fare of the residents of Sumpter. 

However, more than 99 percent of 
the residents in the township dis- 
agree with City Sand’s conclusion, 
according to Jim Reeves, township 
supervisor. 

More than a year ago, City Sand 
had made application to Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources and 
state officials for a permit to utilize 
more than one-third of its 240-acre 
landfill operation on the southside 
of Willow Road near Sumpter Rd. 
as a disposal site for hazardous 
waste. 

The landfill officials had applied 
for the permit to run the general 
commercial landfill for toxic 
wastes under the state’s 1979 Hazar- 
dous Waste Management act. 

Last Tuesday ’s meeting was one 
of a series to discuss the consequ- 
ences of the operation, if the permit 
should be granted 
Tom Handyside. City Sand’s vice 
president for engineering, had ear- 
lier labeled the project as con- 
troversial. but a necessity: “There 
is no doubt consumers and industry 
demand these sites and that’s what 
we’re in business for.” 

Reeves told the same board that 
“the people and the government of 
Sumpter Township wish 
wholeheartedly that this proposed

Recall is on in 
Wayne-Westland 


The recall election against four 
members of the Wayne-Westland 
Board of Education will be held as 
scheduled, following dismissal of a 
lawsuit aimed at getting a perma- 
nent injunction against the Sept. 14 
vote. 

In a Wayne County Circuit Court 
hearing lgst Thursday Judge John 
Kirwan dismissed the lawsuit 
brought by board trustees Mary 
Arbour, Mildred Batterson, Ken- 
neth Marshall and Donald Rusnock 
against the Wayne County Clerk, 
The Wayne County Election Com- 
'mission and Westland City Clerk. 

An intervening defendent in the 
suit was Taxpayers United 
Together (TUT) , the citizens group 
which collected more than 5,000 
signatures per trustee to force the 
recall election. 

The trustees had maintained that 
their statutory right to challenge 
the signatures on the petitions had 
been denied and that those signa- 
tures had been obtained by “fraud, 
deceit and misrepresentation.’’ 

The judge had determined in a 
hearing Aug. 16 that two distinct 
issues existed in the lawsuit, the 
trustees’ rights and how the signa- 
tures were obtained. After hearing 
arguments on the first issue, he de- 
clined to issue the injunction be- 
cause the request to challenge was 
not made with the filing official , the 
Wayne County Clerk, but rather 
with the local officials, with whom 
the requests had been made the day 
before the 15-day limit to challenge 

Testimony was never presented 
in last Thursday’s hearing due to 
arguments presented by TUT attor- 
ney George Maurer pertaining to 
the need for an evidentia hearing. 

Maurer, citing a Wisconsin Sup- 
reme Court decision, argued that 
the issue of a recall is not a judicial 
matter, but rather political, to be 
determined by the electors not the 
courts. 


The .Wisconsin decision, he 
pointed out , stated that “the court is 
not empowered to conduct a hear- 
ing on the truth or falsity of the issue 
of the recall,” since it is “a purely 
political issue to be determined by 
the electors who come to cast their 
ballots.” 

The decision also pointed out that 
recall is the discharge of public offi- 
cials for any cause, or without any 
cause , and that 1 officials as the ser- 
vants, have no rights to the office 
they hold.” 

Attorney E. Peter Drolet, repre- 
senting the four board members, 
told Judge Kirwan he found it diffi- 
cult to believe that the court was not 
“empowered to act, even if a totally 
dishonest smear campaign’’ were 
to have been waged. 

Kirwan in making his decision 
noted that the state statute on the 
recall of elected officials does not 
address what happens . if provisions 
of the law are violated. 

He added that for the board mem- 
bers to prevail in their lawsuit they 
would have to show, in his estima- 
tion. in excess of 400 persons who 
signed the petitions and were vic- 
tims of fraud. 

TUT is seeking the recall of the 
four board members based on their 
vote to approve a two-year contract 
extension with the Wayne- West- 
land Education Association. That 
extension contained pay increases, 
which have been figured out at 7.8 
and 7.2 percent for the two years. 

Mrs. Miller said the group will be 
conducting a “poor man’s cam- 
paign,” making their own bumper 
stickers and yard signs that urge 
voters to “Recall all 4.” 

The trustees, according to Mrs. 
Arbour, will be conducting a low 
key campaign, utilizing door -to- 
door campaigning and making 
themselves available to small 
gatherings with residents of the 
school district. 


2-car accident kills Romulus man 


A Romulus man became the 20th 
accident fatality in Washtenaw 
County this year. 

The victim, 56-year-old Robert 
Daniels, was killed when he 
apparently lost control of his vehi- 
cle and collided with a car driven by 
a Willis man, according to the 
Washtenaw County Sheriffs De- 


partment. 

The fatal accident occurred at 
approximately 4 p.m. last 
Thursday. 

Deputies said the victim was 
driving eastbound on Willow and 
had stopped at the Whittaker in- 
tersection. Daniels pulled into the 
intersection and apparently did not 


see the vehicle heading south on 
Whittaker. 

The second car was driven by 
Chris Gibson, 21, of Willis. Deputies 
said Daniels was taken to St Joseph 
Mercy Hospital where he was pro- 
nounced dead one hour after the 
crash. 

Neither Gibson nor his passen- 


gers received any visible injuries, 
according to the deputies. Gibson 
was not ticketed. 

Deputies reported that 20 persons 
have lost their lives on Washtenaw 
County roads so far this year as 
compared to 23 at the same time a 
year ago.

Mrs. Robbe, member of 
Belleville pioneer family 


A prominent member of one of Belleville’s 
pioneer families passed away on August 23. 

Eleanor H. Robbe, widow of Dr. Samuel H. 
Robbe. died at the age of 86 after a long illness. 

Mrs Robbe was born November 29, 1896 in 
Grand Rapids. The daughter of George and 
Edna Rose. After having lived in McBain and 
Harrietta, her family moved to Beulah where 
her father owned the town’s general store for 
many years. She earned a teaching certificate 
from what is now Western Michigan University, 
and taught elementary classes in Hancock, Sut- 
tons Bay, Richmond, and Detroit. 

In 1924 she married Dr. Samuel H. Robbe. and 
in 1930 the couple returned to Dr .

in the 1940’s of the first garden club in this area, 
and her intrerest in plants and their cultivation 
never abated She was a member of the Bellevil- 
le Methodist Church where she taught Sunday 
School for a number of years, and also of the 
Women’s Auxiliary of the Detroit Dental Asso- 
ciation. 

Mrs. Robbe is survived by one daughter, Har- 
riet Moore, and son-in-law Jasper Moore of 
Birmingham, Michigan; three grandchildren. 
Catherine Anderson of Pittsburgh, Emily Moore 
of Chicago, Robbe Moore of Birmingham; one 
brother, Howard Rose of Stoneham, Mas- 
sachusetts, and several nieces and nephews. 

Funeral services were conducted in the Belle- 
ville Methodist Church with Rev. James Tulle 
officiating. Arrangements were by Roberts 
Brothers Funeral Home, followed by burial in 
Tyler Street Cemetery.

County to layoff 299 employes 


to cut $17.6 million deficit 


Reconsidering a proposal it re- 
jected two weeks ago, the Wayne 
County Board of Commissioners 
has ordered the layoff of 299 em- 
ployees to eliminate a $17.6 million 
deficit and to gain permission from 
the state Municipal Finance Com- 
mission for borrowing up to $20 mil- 
lion on anticipated tax receipts. 

The layoffs would become effec- 
tive Oct. 4 and continue for 20 
months until mid-May, 1984. They 
would involve 462 positions, 163 of 
them already vacant. The measure 
was approved by a vote of 18-1. 

It is the second time recently that 
the commissioners ordered layoffs, 
but the first plan was rescinded in 
favor of a proposed 1-mill tax in- 
crese that was defeated in the Aug. 
10 primary election Meanwhile, 
negotiations between labor bar- 
gaining units and the County Labor 
Relations Board are underway to- 
wards possible wage concessions 
which could yet prevent the layoffs. 

Even presuming the Municipal 
Finance Commission (MFC) im- 
mediately grants permission to bor- 
row, County fiscal authorities say 
paydays are nevertheless in jeopar- 
dy through September. Once per- 
mission is given to sell tax anticipa- 
tion notes, time is needed to market 
the notes with private lending in- 
stitutions, according to the County 


Auditors and the County Treasurer 

Raymond J. Wojtowicz. County 
Treasurer . said that the County pre- 
sently has money enough to pay em- 
ployees only through Sept 3. 
although Samuel A. Turner, Chair- 
man of the Board of Commission- 
ers. has asked the auditors to ex- 
haust all possibilities to provide for 
paydays on time until possible re- 
venue from borrowing is available 

“I expect our auditors to expedite 
the borrowing, as well as to con- 
serve our existing finances and to 
give payrolls a high priority.” said 
Turner He explained that County 
revenue ‘‘constantly trickles in” 
and that use of borrowed funds may 
not be necessary except as a pre- 
caution. 

“If the funds are not needed, cer- 
tainly we won’t use them,’ he 
stated, ‘‘but if we get permission to 
borrow, we will have no trouble 
meeting paydays in September.” 

Turner was optimistic regarding 
the pending decision of MFC. *‘I 
hope they will see fit to help us avoid 
chaos in this year of economic re- 
cession. I know they are aware of 
the impact their judgment will have 
on the plight of our community,” he 
said. 

“All of us regret the decision on 
the layoffs, but I think it simply re- 
flects the Board s realization that 


there is no easy way out There was 
no way for the Board to avoid mak- 
ing the hard decision. ” said Turner. 

Wayne County now employs ab- 
out 3,500, with approximately $1 
million payroll necessary each 
week Turner said he has instructed 
the auditors to submit an applica- 
tion to borrow in time for considera- 
tion by the MFC on Tuesday, Aug. 
31 He said the plan will essentially 
point out the capacity of the County 
to repay what it proposes to borrow. 

The lone dissenting vote was from 
Commissioner Rose Mary C. Robin- 
son. who said the County staff was 
already “cut to the bone'* and bare- 
ly able to maintain minimum ser- 
vices. Further personnel reduc- 
tions would mean a disproportion- 
ate reduction in public services un- 
available elsewhere, she said.

Westwood won’t open 
schools until voters 
decide millage fate 

The State Board of Education this week came 
to the assistance of Michigan’s only school dis- 
trict that will be unable to open school on sche- 
dule this fail because of a lack of funds. 

State Superintendent of Public Instruction 
Phillip E. Runkel announced the opening of an 
Information Center in the Westwood School Dis- 
trict where voters will go to the polls in a special 
election Sept. 14. 

It will be the fourth time a proposal for the 
renewal of 27.05 mills has been on the ballot in 
Westwood. The renewal millage has been defe- 
ated three times this year, leaving the district 
only with its allocated millage — 8.65 mills — 
with which to operate for the 1982-83 school year. 

Runkel said the Information Center is being 
opened today to answer questions from West- 
wood voters about the school district’s finances. 

The Westwood Information Center will be 
similar to information centers operated by the 
State Board last year year in the Alpena, Pon- 
tiac, Taylor and Harper Creek (Calhoun Coun- 
ty) school districts. 

“Westwood officials asked us to open an In- 
formation Center because many voters in the 
district have questions about the district’s fi- 
nances and what will happen if the millage is 
defeated again on Sept. 14,” Runkel said. 

Westwood, which is located near the western 
Wayne County community of Inkster, is ex- 
pected to enroll about 3,000 students when it 
opens for the 1982-83 school year. 

Runkel, speaking at a news conference at the 
Detroit Press Club, said two other Wayne Coun- 
ty school districts — Romulus and Taylor — will 
have crucial millage votes the day before the 
Westwood election. 

The Sept. 13 elections in Romulus and Taylor 
are on renewal proposals that were defeated 
earlier this year. Romulus has 8.5 renewal mills 
for five years while Taylor has two renewals on 
the ballot — 4.10 mills for five years and 5.40 
mills for one year. 

Officials of the Taylor School District have 
said they will be unable to provide a full year of 
school for the district’s 17,000 students if the two 
millage proposals are defeated. 

The Superintendents of all three districts — 

Equilla Bradford of Westwood, William Bedell 
of Romulus and Simon Kachaterian of Taylor — 
participated in the news conference with Runkel 
who said he was confident voters in the three 
districts will approve the millage needed for the 
schools to operate minimum programs next 
year. 

Runkel said the Westwood Information Center 
will be housed in the Wayne Intermediate School 
District Annex at 33500 Van Born Rd. in Wayne. 

The telephone number is 563-8130. State Board of 
Education staff persons will be on duty daily 
from 2 P.M. to 5 P.M. and 7 P.M. to 9:30 P.M. 

Monday through Friday to answer questions 
Westwood voters have about their school dis- 
trict. 


Assertive training is important 


What did a class of housewives, 
businessmen and high school stu- 
dents have in common? 

They all needed more informa-

for a job. 

Most people are nervous during 
job interviews, she says, and need 
to practice asking for the informa- 
tion they need to make good career 
decisions. Students practice exer- 
cises at home or at work, and are 
often surprised at the effectiveness 
of their new found skill.

Schools enter 
challenging era 

These are the times that try school administrations. They are 
faced with a do-or-die, can’t run scare situation. In "good times’’ 
our school had problems ; now , in the face of this country ’s worst 
economic era, they find thenflfeelves having to keep above water 
while they are being pulled under from all sides. 

There is something morally wrong when a society doesn't 
provide enough to keep school doors open. Enough to pay its 
teachers and administrators. To close the doors on those whom 
we will loo^ to in the next decade or two for leadership in govern- 
ment, science and medicine; to make this country strong and 
willing to carry out the principles upon which this great nation 
was founded. 

Look around you - schools are in trouble in Westwood, Romu- 
lus, Van Buren, Wayne/Westland. The stability they reflected 
oyer a decade ago has tarnished due, we believe, to leaders who 
fail to lead; who preach instead of offering solutions. 

Clearly the time has come to reorganize the financial struc- 
ture and move away from property taxes as the basis of financ- 
ing our schools. A few years ago, a state lottery was past on the 
pretext that the funds were to be earmarked for our schools - the 
legislators found a windfall and quickly stuffed the millions into 
the General Fund. 

Now, the state is bankrupt - some $600,000 million in the hole 
and sinking fast. State aid to the schools for the month of August 
has been deferred and school financial directors admit they 
don’t expect to see those checks coming from Lansing soon, if 
ever. 

With more than 250,000 auto workers - the backbone of this 
state - waiting in unemployment lines, clearly there is no im- 
mediate solution in sight, not even that proverbial light at the 
end of the tunnel. 

Better we stop right here and say. “forget it’’. 

But the problem won’t disappear. It will still be there in the 
morn and when the school doors open. In many districts, the 
doors won’t open at all. 

Someone once wrote that a “poor solution to a problem is like 
no solution.’’ 

And, although we can’t offer an immediate solution to the 
problem, may we wonder aloud for a moment? 

What if school districts were permitted to keep the entire share 
of taxes generated from residential and farm properties within 
their school district, but taxes levied from commercial and in- 
dustrial properties would go to the state, which would then allo- 
cate the monies as needed? 

What if the millage rates of all school districts were the same 
across the state so that property owners in Westland wouldn't 
have to pay 49 mills while those in Huron Township pay 44? 
Wouldn't this be a fairer way to tax homeowners so that they 
wouldn't have to move from one “high-tax” district to another 
that levies a lower tax? 

Surely, with all the wisdom we have gathered in Lansing, 
someone can devise a better, fairer tax structure than the one we 
presently use.

It was an early morning call a few 
days after the elections and the ques- 
tion was discreetly placed before us :

Sound accounting practices key to restoring state’s image

It is no secret that Michigan is 
mired in a financial morass. 

For the past three years, 10 per- 
cent of the entire state budget has 
been borrowed to make school aid 
payments for the first quarter of 
each financial year. 

We start out each year in debt, 
and struggle throughout the rest of 
the year to recoup The struggle of 
Michigan to gain release from the 
swamp of debt has been well publi- 
cized throughout the country as 
tales of high unemployment and low 
credit ratings are circulated in the 
media. 

In order to restore both outside 
confidence in Michigan as a viable 
credit risk and inside economic and 
employment stability. I. as a mem- 
ber of the Senate Appropriations 


Committee, will be urging the adop- 
tion of a sane, sound, and realistic 
budget. 

Michigan's much publicized woes 
reached a peak late last spring 
when our credit rating was dropped 
by a major investment service. The 
cry spread throughout the land that 
our state is a potentially heavy cre- 
dit risk to potential investors; 
Moody ’s Investment Service down- 
graded Michigan’s credit rating to 
the lowest rating given any state for 
short-term notes — MIG 3. on a 
scale of 4 

Our long-term rating was also lo- 
wered one level from Moody’s “A” 
to Baal,' again the lowest rating 
possible Interest levels and inves- 
tor confidence were negatively in- 
fluenced by our plunge into the cre- 
dit cellar; now we are faced with a 
$150 million Executive Order cut- 
ting still further into our finances. 


and undercutting any vestige of 
faith the investment community re- 
tains in Michigan as a suitable in- 
vestment risk 

Local governing units and K-12 
schools, as well as colleges and uni- 
versities. may again absorb the 
greatest impact from not only the 
cuts themselves, but the erosion of 
confidence the cuts bring. Since 
each local body is regarded as part 
of the state, and borrows money as 
a satellite of state government, 
these small municipal and educa- 
tional units will suffer the same 
negative image and increased bor- 
rowing costs as the state itself 
School aid payments for this fall are 
definitely in jeopardy. 

To waylay the crash in Michi- 
gan s credit rating last spring, an 
immediate temporary income tax. 
which I opposed, was instituted to 


quickly balance the state budget, in 
order to allow Michigan loan- 
seekers some semblance of a sound 
fiscal foundation when appealing to 
New York investors for construc- 
tion bonds. However. Moody’s 
wasn't impressed by the suddenly 
balanced budget; a Moody’s 
spokesperson said that the tempor- 
ary state income tax increase “will 
have no bearing on Michigan's cre- 
dit rating. It doesn’t address the 
long-term revenue needs" neces- 
sary for financial recovery. 
Moody's directly referred to the 
“temporary device” used to plug 
dollars into the flooding dikes of 
Michigan's financial deluge Now, 
with the new Executive Order hang- 
ing over our heads, the credit rating 
may be dropped so low as to pre- 
clude the possibility of our borrow- 
ing any money at all. at any interest 
rate 


The key to restoring confidence 
both here in Michigan and on Wall 
Street is a budget constructed by 
sound accounting practices. We 
must reflect an accurate and re- 
sponsible picture of the state’s fi- 
nances. by reverting from an 
accrual accounting policy to one 
based on the cold, hard cash we 
have at hand Before we get into 
even deeper financial waters, the 
state must convince the entire in- 
vestment community that stop-gap 
measures will be jettisoned and 
sound fiscal practices instituted. 

Budget proposals designed to res- 
cue Michigan have been labeled 
“gimmickry” by financial 
analysts. These proposals have 
been overly optimistic in their 
touted effects on the financial des- 
tiny of the state, and display a cer- 
tain lack of soundness and fore- 
sightedness. 


It is time for the state to be realis- 
tic, fiscally sophisticated, and 
forthright in assessing financial 
conditions both present and future. 
Optimism is of course a virtue, but 
common sense must prevail. The 
only effective weapon Michigan has 
in its arsenal against bankruptcy is 
a tightly-constructed budget that is 
stripped of all extravagances. 

Should the Republican party gain 
control of the Senate this fall, and 
therefore of the Appropriations 
Committe. I. as the ranking Repub- 
lican member of that Committee 
envision just such a lean, judicious, 
and prudent financial policy be- 
coming the cornerstone for the fu- 
ture solvency of this state. 

Those who ignore the past are 
condemned to repeat it; our past 
mishandling of our state s finances 
must teq^h us new lessons for the 
future.

In short, if you sit on a board 


and agree to something that 
more than a dozen people dis- 
agree with, you are at the mercy 
of the recallers. 

There has never been a time in 
history when the populace al- 
ways agreed with the electeds. 
That’s why we have open meet- 
ings. 

More often than not, the 
electeds disappoint us. 

Sometimes they make dumb 
mistakes. (Translation: They do 
something contrary to what we 
think we would have done in their 
place.) 

Sometimes they sell out (or 
seem to have sold out) to the very 
system they’re supposed to be 
protecting us from. Thereafter, 
no matter what, we’ll never be- 
lieve they aren’t administra- 
tion’s babies.

kind in the township, opening in 
1976. 

Stylianou, a native of Cyprus, has 
literally dedicated his life to the res- 
taurant, maintaining a seven-days- 
a-week work schedule that would 
devastate most. This well known 
businessman recalls three vacation 
days in the past 13 years while open- 
ing and closing his restaurant on a 
daily basis. 

The result of his efforts? 

Well, if our visit to Cyprus Gar- 
dens last week is any indication, 
only a depressed economy can de- 
feat Stylianou. The food and bever- 
ages certainly won’t. 

Cyprus Gardens offers 175 en- 
trees on its breakfast, lunch and 
dinner menus, served in a meticu- 
lously clean dining area that seats 
100. An adjoining banquet room has 
a capacity of 180. 

We began dinner with a plate of 
Saganaki, flaming Greek cheese 
sauteed in olive oil then flamed in a 
shot of vodka and finally cooled 
with lemon juice. It proved to be a 
light appetizer, tasty but not filling. 

Next came the small Grecian 
salad , a lovely combination of fresh 
garden greens, beets, tomato 
wedges, olives, onions and feta 
cheese topped with an olive oil dres- 
sing. Stylianou noted that he purch- 
ases all fresh ingredients at a near- 
by farmer’s market. 


rus Gardens, the lamb is prepared 
by Stylianou, whose culinary back- 
ground features a 3 */ 2 -year stint at 
an international cooking school in 
England. 

“Everything is homemade,” Sty- 
lianou declared. “We cut our own 
meats, buy fresh vegetables. 

. . . nothing is frozen here but the ice 
cream. 

•We’ve kept our prices low be- 
cause people cannot afford to eat 
out like they used to,” he added. 
“Our business has been affected by 


the economy as have many 
businesses.” 

A brief look at Cyprus Gardens’ 
extensive menu reveals a diversi- 
fied selection of Greek, American 
and Italian favorites as well as 
steaks, seafood, sandwiches, 
breakfast offerings — and desserts. 

Grecian dishes range from Pas- 
titsio ($3.95), a mixture of macar- 
oni, chopped meat and cream 
cheese sauce, to the Combination

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Westland wins state softball championship 


Malarkey’s field best coed team in Michigan 


On any summer evening in any 
city in Michigan, lights illuminate 
softball fields and teams engage in 
a lively battle for supremacy in 
local leagues as fans, families and 
friends lend vocal encouragement. 

It’s a familiar scenario which has 
been repeated innumerable times 
since the early 1970s when interest 
in softball sky-rocketed over night. 
Since then, leagues for men and 


women have mushroomed and 
there’s no end in sight. 

In recent years, a new dimension 
— coed softball — has been added, 
which affords men and women the 
opportunity to compete together, 
instead of in separate leagues. Coed 
softball has been slow to catch on in 
metro-Detroit. but in out-state 
areas, the sport is quite popular. 

Although participation in coed 


softball in suburban Detroit is still 
rather limited, one local team — 
Malarkey’s Pub of Westland — has 
already made a reputation for itself 
in state and local competition, as 
well as in national play. 

Malarkey’s, a tournament team 
which doesn t complete in any orga- 
nized league, is composed of about 
25 players from Dearborn. Wayne, 
Westland, Garden City and Ann 


Arbor. 

“All the players on this team play 
in either men’s or women’s leagues 
in their own city,” explained mana- 
ger John Kerr. “Those teams occa- 
sionally go to tournaments on the 
weekends, too, so on any given 
weekend, our coed team is res- 
tricted to the players not committed 
elsewhere.” 

Despite the restrictions, Malar- 


key’s has compiled an impressive 
record during the past two seasons, 
entering seven tournaments — six 
in Michigan — and winning six of 
them . The one tournament the team 
didn’t win was the U.S.S.S.A. (Un- 
ited States slow-pitch softball asso- 
ciation) Mixed National Tourna- 
ment in Virginia last September. 

“We lost our first game in Virgi- 
nia,” explained Kerr, “and fell into 


the loser s bracket . Then we won six 
games in a row before being elimin- 
ated. There were 63 teams in the 
tournament and we finished 
seventh, so we really didn’t feel too 
badly.” 

This summer. Malarkey’s en- 
tered and won tournaments* in 
Freeport in June and Cadillac in 
July. In addition, the team took top

Such 
classes or items must be listed and 
posted in a conspicuous place in the 
retail store. 

The retailer may also choose to 
not individually price mark not 
more than 25 classes or items which 
are featured at a reduced price. 

If the items are not marked pur- 
suant to the above then the price 
and name or description of the 
items shall be written on a clear, 
readable, conspicuous sign placed 
near such items 

It is a violation of this Act if a 
person knowingly charges or 
attempts to charge a retail sale 
price for a consumer item which ex- 
ceeds the price required to be on an 
item. Remember, in last week s 
article, some items were not re- 
quired to have a price marked on 
them. It is okay for a retailer to 
charge less than the price required 
to be indicated on the consumer 
item. 

Any complaints of an alleged 
violation of this Act should be re- 
ported to the prosecuting attorney, 
police, or the attorney general’s 
office. The attorney general may 
take action to enjoin a continuing 
violation of this Act. 

A person who suffers a loss as a 
result of a violation of this Act may 
bring an individual or class action
